member of Congtess—thall, on conviction, 
be punished. by a fine of from $500 
to $5,000, and imprisonment with 
or without hard labor from six months to six 
years, or by both fine and imprisonment.

RECOVERED $445,582, 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Oct. 4 — The suit of the Bank

THE NATIONAL PROSPERITY. 

The change in the foreign trade of the 
United States is assuming the character of a 
revolution, becanse, while’ that change can- 
not be expected to grow with the increasing 
power that has marked it daring the last 
three years and now continue, it is pretty 
certain that the new relation as to production 
aud importation will become more or less 
permanent. From the condition of a per- 
petual borrower, with ever-increasing in- 
debtedness, with being a heavy purchaser on 
credit, with the disadvantages of trading un- 
der such circutastances, we have become a 
producer of such magnitude that our sales of 
surplus products have recalled the evidences 
of our tdebteduess of former years, is fill- 
ing the land with coin in such abundance as 
bas never before been witnessed, and has al- 
ready alarmed the financiers of Eu- 
rope, lest the plethora of gold in 
America may be attended with a famine of 
the metal in Europe. During the twelve 
months ending Aug. 31, 1878, the value of 
the American exports in excess of the im- 
ports was $289,629,154. While the great 
bulk of our exports was of the products of 
the field, there is a steady increase in 
the quantity aud aggregate value of manu- 
factured articles. The tradr of the country, 
therefore, is expanding not only in the sale 
of raw materials but in that of finished pro- 
ductions, aud really there is no reason why 
we may not extend the latter traflic as well 
as the former, The same reasons which 
limit the production er lead to the increase 
in production of one line operate largely in 
the vase of the other, The governing prin- 
ciple im both cases is the cost ef production. 
When the time shall come that it will 
cost more to produce breadstuffs in the 
United States than can be obtained for them 
mu other toarkets, then their sale and their 
production must be reduced. There are but 
few things the prices of which can be fixed 
by the prodacer. He must as a general rule 
sell for what he can get for them. This be- 
ing true, therefore, he that can produce at 
the least cost can also produce the largest 
quantity, and can enjoy the largest return 
tor his labor. 

It is therefore a clear mistake to suppose 
that a return to high prices is conducive to 
general prosperity. Anything that adds to 
the cost of production of necessity limits 
consumption, and this reacts on the pro- 
ducer. ‘The effect of an increase in the cost 
of prodnotion is illustrated by the effects of 
areduction of the cost of production: In 
the latter case consumption increases, call- 
ing for greater production, and the greater 
production the greater the profit of the pro- 
ducer. There is greater profit in producing 
1,000 bales of cotton at a profit of $25 
a bale than there is in producing 200 bales at 
$75 a bale. It is estimated, and assumed as 
a fact, that a difference equal to one-half a 
cent per square yard in the cost of producing 
cotton cloth will enable the country having 
that advantage to control the sale of cotton 
cloths in the markets of the world. . Small 
things are of importance in trade. Frac- 
tions of a cent in items of the cost of pro- 
duction assume an immense magnitude when 
aggregated in the total cost of supplying 
mankind, That country must govern in 
trade which can produce what the world 
needs at the least cost. There is always 
about the same aggregate means to purchase 
distributed among mankind. When any one 
article of general use becomes too costly, 
mankind seeks a substitute, and so, when 
mankind, accustomed to get so many yards 
or so many pounds for a certain sum of 
money, can get one-fourth, one-sixth, 
or even oné-testh more yards or 
more pounds for the same money, they will 
purchase of the man who makes the best 
offer. But when the case is reversed and 
the price advanced they will reduce tlie 
quantity purchased or find some other thing 
as a substitute. So thoroughly has the trade 


greater the quantities produced the less the 
average cost of production and the less the 
price at which the product may be sold at a 
profit. The surplus products of the farms 
are sold abroad; they largely represent the 
profits of the total production. The less 
produced the greater the average cost of pro- 
duction and the less the profit,—the world 
and not the fixing the price. 

The prosperity of the country, its immense 
annual accretions of wealth, its steady ad- 


the cost of production. The time for high 
rates of interest on money has passed away. 
For fifteen years borrowing and lending 
money has been a game of chance,—the 
lender and the borrower taking the chances 


| as to the valve of the money when the loan 


would be due. In such a business the bor- 
rower has had to pay arate of interest one- 
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The mines, the factories, the iron-mills and 
furnaces, the workshops, and all industrial 
employments, must contract, reduce, and 
limit production; they must only produce 
what they can sell, and only employ labor as 
they want it. Instead of producing the 
largest quantities, and making profits from 
small advances on a large number of sales, 
giving employment to the greatest number 
of persons, they must endeavor to employ 
the least labor and produce the least quan- 
tity for sale, and generally bring all things 
as near a condition of famine as possible. 

The United States have at last emerged 
from the darkness and desolation of civil 
war, of internal strife, of political discord, 
of commercial disturbance, and fiaancial dis- 
aster. It has taken almost a generation to 
guide the country through all its difficulties. 
To-day the country has more money, courtt- 
ing the “‘ dollars.” both by number and value, 
than ever before; it has at last the same 
kind of money for the rich and for the poor, 
the employer and the employed, the work- 
man and the bondholder; there is no priv- 
ileged class in money matters ; no chartered 
monopolies to increase or reduce the amount 
of money at will; the mints are turning out 
from five to eight millions of gold and silver 
coin monthly; and every steamer bears 
to our shores remittances from other lands to 
purchase the products of our labor. Those 
of the nations of Europe who are not strug- 
gling with the plague of paper money are 
threatened with a transfer of their trade to 
our shores, and are laboring to check the 
flew hither of their wealth to purchase of 
us the things needed by their people; and 
day by day, month by month, there are 
added to the general wealth such stores as 
have never been drawn hither before. Shall 
we arrest this prosperity? Shall we 
intervene and put a stop to this tide of 
prosperity now setting on our shores ? Shall 
we do this under the miserable delusion that 
we can better things by throwing away trade, 
commerce, wealth, industry, production, and 
labor, and print fiat money ? 


— — — —— 
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A CHARACTERISTIC CAUCUS ERROR. 
One of the most serious defects of our 


political system is illustrated by the refusal 
of the Republican Convention of the Fifth 
Massachusetts District to renominate Gen. 
Banks for Congress. He was defeated by 
the close vote of 51 against him to 50 for 
him, and the man preferred over him 1s said 
to have had but little experience in public 
affairs, and to stand a small chance of carry- 
ing the district. Gon. Bawxs, on the con- 
trary, has served in Congress long and 
creditably ; his integrity has never been im- 
peached, and his influence has almost always 
been conservative and beneficial; he was 
once Speaker of the House, and is thoroughly 
versed in the routine of public business 
which is so essential to efficient service. 
Notwithstanding all this, a party caucus re- 
fused him an opportunity for re-election, 
and probably for no better reason than that 
the gentleman who has been nominated is 
ambitious to go to Congress, and has 
pulled the wires to control the Con- 
vention. Whether regarded from a partisan 
or @ national point of view, such 
an event as this is to be deprecated. A 
party always courts defeat by dropping an 
old and faithful servant who has repeatedly 
been successful in carrying his district; the 
nation always loses by the enforced retire- 
ment of men who have become proficient 
through experience and whose integrity has 
been thoroughly tested. The personal in- 
justice of such a case is obvious. There is 
little opportunity for gaining a competency 
in honestly serving the public in any po- 
sition. The member of Congress draws a 
salary that is just about enough to support a 


family and maintain appearances in keeping 


with his position. The man who devotes 
many years of his life to Congressional 
services loses his capacity for private busi- 
ness, or falls behind in his profession, and 
he is scarcely ever prepared to go out in the 
world and earn such a livelihood as he has 
been accustomed to enjoy. Public life has 
little attraction for able men so long as good 
service is likely to be rewarded at any time 
by a defeat in caucus; and the able and 


self-respecting men are not usually of the | 


kind who are willing to do the dirty work 
which is so often necessary to procure a 
nomination. 

The English system, adopted also by the 
French, affords a better protection than ours 
against a cancus-defeat such as Gen. Banus 
has just suffered. The candidature for Par- 
liament is not restricted in England or 
France to the district in which the candidate 
may happen to live. In the case of a man 
like Gen. Banxs, if defeated in one district, 


the candidate would be invited to stand in 


some other district. When a man has at- 
tained high position in Parliament or the 
leadership of a party,—such a position, for 
instance, as GLADSTONE occupies,—it is usual 
to run him in several districts in order to 
make sure of his election; if chosen in more 
than one district, the successful candidate 
then selects the constituency he wishes to 
represent. By this means each party 
may always keep its best men in Parlia- 
ment, and an efficient member may count 
upon retaining a seat as long as he desires it. 
But the rule of public service in England is 
just the reverse of that which obtains in this 
country, whether in or out of Parliament. 
The people take a more practical and busi- 
ness-like view of the functions of Govern- 
ment; they keep good men in office for the 
same reason that employers retain capable 
and well-behaved clerks or servants,—be- 
cause it is in the interest of employers to do 
so. In fact, provisions are made by means 
of promotions and pensions to encourage 
good and able men to remain in public 
service who might do better for themselves 
in private business. With us, every office, 
high and low, is regarded as a prize to be 
grabbed for and intrigued for at every 
service seems to be rather à disad- 
vantage than an advantage when election 
time comes around, because the general dis- 
position of pur people is to think that the | 
officeholder has had enough of the public | 
pabulum, and that he ought to give way to 
some new man. 80 long as this disposition 
prevails (and rotation in office is a part of 
the spoils doctrine), the public service is 
sure to suffer by reason of frequent and in- 
judicious changes. If the political parties of 
the United States were founded more upon 
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and ingratitude, though said to be character - 
istic of Republics, is short-sighted and inju- 
dicious, as well as mean-spirited, when it 
governs party caucuses.

THE COLORADO ELECTION. 

The result of the Colorado election, now 
that the returns are all in or nearly in, is not 
only full of encouragement but is very sig- 
nificant. The Republicans have carried 
their State officers, the Legislature, and their 
Congressman, by an average majority of 
8,000 in the State over a full Democratic and 
Greenback ticket, being a gain of over 2,000 
upon the vote of 1876, which may fairly be 
considered a remarkable increase of Repub- 
lican strength in so small a total vote. The 
successful candidates are G. W. Prræm, Gov- 
ernor; H. A. W. Ton, Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor; N. H. Metproum, Secretary of State; N. 
C. CorLvrn, Auditor; E- K. Stmason, Treasurer; 
C. W. Wricut, Attorney-General ; and J. C. 
Saatroucs, Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. The last Legislature was Republican 
in the House by 31 to 18 and in the Senate 
by 19 to 7, thus making the Republican ma- 
jority 25 on joint ballot. As the Legislature 
will now be Republican in the proportion of 
four to one, the election of a Republican 
United States Senator, vice Jznome B. Cuar- 
FEE, whose term expires Mareh 4, 1879, is 
assured. 

The most satisfactory feature of this re- 
sult is the election of Judge Bron to 
Congress over Parrerson, Democrat, and 
Cums, Greenbacker. Judge Betrorp car- 
ries nearly every county in the State, and 
has more than doubled the vote he received 
in 1876, when he ran for both the short and 
the long term. By the help of the in- 
famous partisan majority in the House, Par- 
TERSON, his then competitor, was enabled to 
take advantage of a miserable quibble and 
seat himself in the Hovsz, although he had 
been defeated by 1,100 majority. The 
people of Colorado have now expressed their 
opinion of that infamous outrage in no un- 
certain manner. They have rebuked the 
Democratic branch of Congress and at the 
same time the man who stole Judge Bzt- 
rorp’s seat in a way that both will be like- 
ly to remember for a long time to come. 

The Colorado election was also an over- 
whelming set-back to the Fiat folly. The 
issue in this election was fairly made be- 
tween honest hard money and an irredeem- 
able currency. The Republican platform 
demanded “ honest national money, sufficient 
for all the legitimate needs of the country, 
with gold, silver, and paper equal in value.” 
The Democratic platfhrm called for an infla- 
tion of the currency, the repeal.of the Re- 
sumption act, and the substitution of green- 
backs for National Bank notes, and the 
Greenback platform was to such an extent a 
photograph of the Démocratic that one plat- 
form wight have answéxedfor both. Both were 
slanghtered,and honest money triumphed. 
The defeat of the Dovitheracy was a crushing 
rebuke for an act of Antamy by which the 
majority of the people of Colorado were left 
unrepresented in the Forty-fifth Congress. 
The defeat of the fiat lunatics shows that the 
greenback craze is not/ as deep-seated as its 
leaders supposed aftey the Maine election, 
and there is no such thing as a continuous 
growth of this absurd Melusiou. It is in all 
respects a cheering result. and it should have 
a reassuring influence upon the Republicans 
of Indiana, Iowa, and Ohio, and inspire 
them with a fresh determination to over- 
throw the Democratie-Greenback alliance 
next Tuesday. 


GOOD SENSE IN NEBRASKA. 

That it is the special mission of the Re- 
publican party to combat the at- money 
craze, and that the Republican party intends 
to be true to their mission, may be conclud- 
ed from the action taken by the Nebraska 
Republicans. It has been contended that 
the new currency craze has made as much 
headway in that State as in any other section 
of the country. The Democratic party 
yielded readily, and we presume willingly, to 
the indications that the at doctrine would 
be popular enough to sweep the State, and 
there was a fusion between the Nationals and 
Democrats, which was equivalent there, as in 
Massachusetts and Iowa, to the surrender of 
the old party to the new party. This con- 
dition of things, unless the hold of the 
fiat craze on the people of Nebraska has 
been exaggerated, was certainly a temptation 
to the Republican managers to give way be- 
fore the popular delusion and pander to the 
craze. Instead of doing this, the Republic- 
an State Convention has made a bold declara- 
tion in favor of honest money and common- 
sense money, and has expressed itself in 
terms that would do credit to an older com- 
munity. We have seen no party platform 
that more intelligently sets forth the real 
status of the issue than do the following 


resolutions : 


Sialh—We hail the auspicious signe of reviving 
trade and industry, and congratulate the peopie 
upon this practical evidence that the depression 
which grew out of the financial disorders forced 
upon us by the Rebellion is giving place to re- 
turning confidence and permanent prosperity, 
which can rest alone on a fixed money standard, 
settled values, and full security ana certainty for 
the future. 

Seventh—The greenback shall not be dishonored 
or depreciated, shail be made as good as honest 
coin; the laborer's dollar shall mean a real dollar, 
the uncertainty of its value which robs toil and 
paralyzes trade shall cease, and our currency shall 
be the best currency, because, wheiber paper or 
com, it shall be equivalent, convertible, secare, 
and steady. 


Eleventh—-We invite all good citizens, of what- 
ever previous politica] ties. to unite with the Re- 
publican party, the only effectual bulwark against 
national repudiation and disgrace; the oniy or- 
ganization capable of preserving the national 
honor. This great exigency appeals to all Repno- 
heans to rise to Its high obiigation and join heart 
and hand for — 1 —— of the principles upon which 
the security and welfare of the Repubiic depend. 


The whole story is told in this brief space. , 
It was not currency expansion alone, and 


certainly not currency contraction, which 
brought on the hard times; they were the 
nataral and inevitable result of thedestruction 
of wealth incident to war, and the dissipa- 
tion of wealth incident to the extravagance 
and speculation that wars generate. ‘‘ Hard 
times” is simply the name given to the 
period of recovery from previous excesses.

The 
advocates of the Ohio idee” ara fighting 
against this natural and healthful expansion 
of the currency. They want coin kept out 
of circulation and the currency circulation 
practically contracted at the same time, since 
its purchasing power will shrink from the 
moment it shall be announced that resump- 
tioh has been indefinitely postponed. The 
Nebraska Republicans have the good sense to 
understand all this, They know, too, that it is 
to the interest of an agricultural community, 
and of every other community where men 
labor for a product of any kind, that a dollar 
shall always be the thing it purports to be,— 
not 90 cents to-morrow, and 80 cents next 


week, and the Lord knows what in a few. 


months. They know that profits on sales 
or wages paid for labor can have no deter- 
mined and reliable value unless paid in a 
currency which, “‘ whether paper or coin, 
shall be equivalent, convertible, secure, and 
steady.” They were wise, also, in inviting 
all good citizens of their State to join them 
without regard to previous political entangle- 
ments in this effort to rescue the people from 
a delusion that will prove disastrous if fur- 
ther encouraged; and all good citizens in- 
side and outside of Nebraska with sufficient 
intelligence to comprehend the situatior 
should begin to understand that it is only

AN UNSAVORY WITNESS. 

The Vanpensiur will case is becoming as 
complicated and puzzling as the Brercuer- 
Tron scandal. It will be remembered that 
ou the 27th ult. one Mrs. Latin Sroppar, 
claiming to be the widow of Dr. Can 
A. Sroppart, a clairvoyant physician, took 


the stand. She testified that she had met 


Commodore Vanprernsrut at a Spiritual 
meeting in Boston, and afterwards had 
interviews with him in the office of 
the Doctor. . Subsequently, accordmg to 
her testimony, WII mau H. VAX DEAnmr en- 
tered into a conspiracy with herself and hus- 
band by which, in consideration of a certain 
sum of money, Dr. Sroppart was to make 
the Commodore believe that he was in com- 
munication with his dead wife, who would 
demand of him that he make a will in favor 
of WIL H. VANS r, and to impress 
upon him that all the rest of his children 
hated him. She testified further that WIII- 
1am paid her husbaud the money, and that 
they had a seance with the Commodore, in 
attendance at which the purported spirit of 
his wife appeared and urged him to make 
his will in favor of Wax, as he was the 
only one of his children competent to man- 
age his business and the only one who loved 
him. According to the witness, the Com- 
modore was very much excited, and declared 
„ Wrix1aM shall have all, and subsequently 
notified Mr. and Mrs. Sropparr that he 
should make the will as directed by the 
spirit. 

Upon the cross- examination, the woman 
Sronpart appeared to decided disadvantage, 
not only developing a very peculiar personal 
record, but so contradicting herself on mate- 
rial points that the counsel for the defense 
moved that the Court. should commit the 
witness at the close of the examination to 
await the action of the Grand Jury on a 
charge of perjury. So far as the personal 
record was developed, it showed the alleged 
Mrs. Stoppart to have been an adventuress 
of bad repute who had lived at various places 
under various names, and whenever she 
changed lodgings usually changed husbands, 
and had been so careless in the choice of 
temporary husbands that some of them had 
been rascals of high degree, among them one 
Ep HALL, a forger, and one BNN Nd. who 
had been a State Prison convict. She had 
been a clairvoyant, a Spiritualist, a seam- 
stress, a boarding-house ‘keeper, a wife, a 
widow, everything by turns and nothing 
long. The dramatic surprise of the cross- 
examination was the appearance of another 
Mrs. Stoppart in the court-room whom she 
acknowledged to be the legitimate wife of 
the Doctor. As there cannot be two women 
entitled to the Doctor's name at the same 
time, and as the clairvoyant StoppartT ac- 
knowledges the other to have been the 
Doctor’s wife, the inference that she is 


bogus is of course inevitable. 


Whatever result the case may take, or 
whatever decision the Court may render 
upon the perjury motion, the great public 
outside the court-room can hardly come to 
any other conclusion than that the evidence 
of this many-aliased woman of the world is 


not trustworthy. The counsel for the de- 


tense riddled her testimony. Adventuresses, 
as a rule, are sharp and cunning, but it is 
not every one who can undergo searching 
cross-examination at the hands of experi- 
enced lawyers and come out of the ordeal 
unscathed. The manner and bearing of the 
witness in question betrayed a desire to 
imitate Mrs. Jenxs, but, as she had not a 
tithe of Mrs. Jenxs’ ability, it was a wretch- 
ed failure,—so wretched that it now looks 
as if the contestants had given away their 
case. :

every man pays the full value of all his prop- 
erty into the Public Treasury once in twenty- 
five years.

MURDERING AS THEY GO. 
Denven, Cél., Oct. 4.-—-The following dispatch 
from Wallace, Kan, reſerting to the band of 
Indians which left the Reservation vear Fort 
Reno, is just received: “The Iludians 
the Kansas Tacide Kallway Sunday morning, 
going north. When about twenty-five miles 
north of Buffalo Station they commenced killing 
settlers, so far, seventeen dead bodies have 
been found along Jappa Creek. The Indians do 
not go out of their way at all to kill white 
people, but if they meet a map ov horseback 
they kill him and take his horse. They are now 
eighty or a hundred miles north of the Kansas 
Pacific Kailroad, with troopa pressing them 
pretty hard. Toey have killed no women or 
children, and have not, thus far, mutilated the 
The report that Lieut. 
Broderick was killed is untrue. There has been 
no fight since Friday, and Broderick is here, well 
and hearty.” 

Cunrenne, Oct. 4.— The engine and caboose 
have just returned to Ogallala. The scouts say 
they saw the trail across the track, and could 
see the Indians ov the biuffs. The troop train 
has not yet departed from Sidney. 
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OW THE TRATL. 
OGALLALA, Neb., Oct. 4.—The bastle Chey- 
ennes crossed the Union Pacific Road five miles 


east of this point this morning at 10:30, A party 
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of scouts from this place followed up the trail. 
and overtook a small party o/ Indians in the 
rear of the main body, with wnom they ex- 
changed a few shots, the Indians then fleeing 
and abandoning a few head of stock. The scout- 
ing party estimate the sumber of Indians at 
between 150 and 200. 

Maj. Thoroburgh. who was waiting at Sidney 
to move ata minute's notice, was advised of 
their crossing, aud immediately started for this 
place with his command, numbering 150 
mounted men. Through some delay he did not 
reach Ogaliala until 4 o’clock, tbus giving the 
indians six hours’ start of bim. Maj. Thorn- 
burgh started immediately for the trail, and is 
to-night camptog on the North Platte. 

Mai. Mauckis’ command, who have been on 
the trail several days, reached here at 6 o’clock 
and camped on the South Platte to-night. They 
will join Maj. Thornburgh to-morrow. 

Lieut. Davis, who has also been following the 
trail with aforce of 100, arriwed. here by train 
from Julesburg, and will march toniebt and 
overtake Maj. Thornburgh on the North Platte. 

The Indians are traveling due north, and it ts 
anticipated will be overtaken by the soldiers to- 
morrow some time.

Camp Rosisoy, Neb., Oct. 4.—The five com- 
panies of the Third Cavalry, commanded by 
Col. Carleton, who arrived nere some days ago, 
broke up camp at 9 o’clock last night to make a 
night march and intercept the Indians, if possi- 
ble, before arriving at a point north of Clarke's 
Bridge, on the Sidney road. It would appear 
by the latest information and other corrobora- 
tive proof that the hostile party now pursued 
by the troops are endeavoring to reach the new 
Red Cloud Agency, on Wolf Creek. fifty-seven 
miles from Camp Robinson. If they succeed in 
outmarching the troops, which is not at all im- 
probable, being better mounted and having 300 
stolen horses in their possession as à reserve, 
something new may be ex pected.

They sent back word from there 
that if their Agent would proceed to Washiux- 
ton and represent their case to the Great Fatb- 
er they would ewait results, without 
making any further more until the 
result of his missiou was known to them. itis 
this errand which takes Dr. Irwin to Wasahb- 
ington. The disalfected Red Cloud . [ndiaus 
number over 6,000 at this camp on Pass Creek. 
They have been joined by many of Spotted 
Tail’s renegades. 

Dr. Irwin has information which leads him to 
helieve.that the renegade Cheyeones from the 
South are intending to join forces witb his 
lodians on Pass Creek. Should this vecur there 
is serious trouble ahead for the Black Hills aod 
other frontier settlements. 

These Indians will soon be out of rations. 
There are 890,000 pounds on the river bank at 
the Agency awaiting transportation to the In- 
diaus, but no teams to convey them. 
The entire Agency transportation out- 
fit consists of cight mules. Winter is 
comiug on, and this large baud of 
savages is loose upon the plains to depredate 
wherever they may choose. Their Agent has 
done his best to avert this dangerous situation 
of affairs, but has been unable to accomplish 
more than his facilities permitted. He now 
goes to Washington to intercede in behalf of 
his. Indians.

Fifth avenue, saw the flash of the pistol and 
the officer fall, and, when the horse began mov- 
ing, cried out, “Stop him, stop him.“ This at- 
tracted the attention of others, and the driver, 
realizing his danger of capture, jumped off and 
ran across the street, into a vacant lot on the 
east side of the street, and disappeared in the 
shadow. His flight was so rapid that he was 
gone before any ove had time to think of pur- 
suit. The wagon, however, was followed, and 
the horse was stopped in front of No. 440 by 
Policeman James Shanley. . 

Those who rushed to the assistance of Ra 
carried him into Fredigke’s drug-sturc, near bv, 
and Dr. Blandford was sept for. He and other 
physicians arrived in a few moments, but their 
services were tmavailing, as

when the bullet struck him, there being only 
spasmodic action of the beart subsequently. 
The bali entered his neck about an inch oclow 
the right ear, and must have taken an upward 
course and lodged in the base of the brain, pass- 
ing the veins and arteries, since there was very 
little hemorrhage. He must have been within 
a foot or two of the murderer, since there were 
powder marks on his face, 

Shanley took the wagon to the Armory, 
whither soon followed the cofpse of his asso- 
ciate. He had left him at a quarter of 10 n 
State street, near Batchelor’s, Race going 
south and Shanley north. Capt. O'Donnell had 
been informed of the shooting, and sent out 
his detectives to investigate. They worked 
rapidiy, got a fair description of the murderer, 
and by 10:30 it had been Wired to every station 
in the city, with instructions to keep 4 sbarp 
look out. O’Donnéll gave early attention to 
the horse and wagon, with a view te their iden- 
tification. The animal is of a gray color, the 
vehicle an ordinary peddler’s or express wagon. 
The latter was muddy, and as no name of own- 
er was visible, the sides were washed, bat only 
plain boards was the result. 

THE CONTENTS 
were reviewed. They consisted of twenty-eight 
dozen colored slik handkerchiefs, a bolt of 
ladies’ cloaking, and another of velvet, and a 
valise in which the handkerchiefs had been 
stowed away. These things had evidently been 


stolen, but from whom? As no such goods had 
deen reported, it is evident that the burglary 
was of recent date. 

Aivng towards 11 o’clock, Mr. Bolton, of Jaf- 
fray & Co., No. 120 Fifth avenue. came into the 
station with the information that their store 
had been éntered and robbed. He looked at 
the plunder, and identified all of it as his prop- 
erty.. “But this is not a third of it. 
There was a lot of silk and other goods,” 
he said. It seems that the watchman 
had found, when going nis rounds about 9 
oel that the iron grating in the alley, 
thro which light was obtained in the base- 
ment, had been raised, and access gatned to the 
— by breaking a pane of glass in 8s window. 

nce inside, the thieves went up-stairs, where 
the valuable stock was kept, and vacked up 
several thousand dollars“ worth, How much 
was taken it was impossible to tell, since the 
books will have to be consulted. A lot of 
Paisley shawls, ready for transportation, were 
near the rear door, the key to which had beeu 
carried off, a fact which indicated an intention 
to retutu athird time, for, from what transpired 
about midnight, mention of which is made below, 
the goods discovered in the wagon made up the 
second load. This same vehicle was seen stand- 
ing on Fifth avenue, near Washington, by a po- 
liceman at a quarter of 9 o’clock in the evening, 
in e of atali man with a full beard, and 
dres in dark clothes. Bauer, who saw the 
shooting, gives a similar description of the one 
who killed Race, and thinks he would recognize 
bim if be saw bim, but is not certain. The 
officer would know the fellow again. As to his 
identity, however, he is ignorapt, never having 
seen him before to his knowledge. 

A reporter visited the scene of the murder 
immediately after its occurrence. The sidewalk 
was jammed with people, and in front of the 
building, about two feet from the curb, was a 
large pool of blood to mark the spot where the 
murdered man fell. The crowd were exited, 
and no two could be found to tell the same 
story, it appearing, in fact, from the best infopr- 
mation that could be gotten, that only two per- 
sons, outside of the parties to the crime, and 
they unkuown, could have seen the shooting. 

MRS. GRAHAM, 
who keeps a boarding-house over No. 474, Fried- 
berg, New Lork pawnshop, appeared to have 
seen more of the murderous affray than any 
one else, yet her story was not very clear. She 
said that at about 9:30 she heard a vehicle drive 
up in front of her plece, which attracted her at- 
tention. She went to the window to see who 
sod what it was. aud found it to be an express 
wagon. The horse was white, and on the side- 
walk were two men who had apparently alight- 
ed, whom she took to be the pawnbroker and 
bis brother-in-law, Harvey, from the fact that 
the horse was like the one driven by Harvey. 
She paid no further attention to the arrival fora 
moment, and went to an adjoiniug room to 
resume a game at cards. She had been gone 
but a few minutes when she beard a pistol fired 
which startled ber. She again went to the 
window and saw the murdered man prostrated 
on the sidewalk, the wagon still standing as she 
originally saw it, the horse facing south. There 
were several persons around, and she saw them 


take the body into the drug-store, and particu- | 


lariy noticed that the lights in the pawn-shop 
were turned down, and that the street-lamp in 
front of No. 472 was not lighted, which was un- 
usual. it was lit when the reporter got there. 
This is the story, or one of them, that she told 
a reporter, but she had told another to some 
one else in which she Went more into 
the details. In the second story she 
said that she saw the wagon and noticed some- 
thing in it, and that one of the boarders 
sbrieked out, It's a corpse.” She was fright- 
ened somewhat, but continued to look on, and 
saw Officer Race come up and ask to know what 
was in the Wagon. One of the drivers answer- 
ed, “It's — — of your d—d business,” where- 
upon the officer said he would mage it his busi- 
ness, and proceeded to lift the cover in the 
wagon, and she saw him shot ia the attempt, 
and the assailaots run off. : 
ANOTHER WOMAN 
living two doors south said she saw Officer 
Race a few minutes before the shooting, and 
had bad her housekeeper stationed at the door 
to bail him as he passed. She had some 
business with him and after a talk with him, in 
which he advised ber in certain matters, she 
started for Thirteenth street. She noticed an 
express wagon coming west on Eldridge vourt, 
drawn by a white borse, but paid no attention 
to it until she beard the discharge of a pistol. 
She then turned and came back and found the 
wagon stanaing in front of Friedberg’s and the 
officer lying on the sidewalk. Sbe spoke as if 
she looked upon the pawnshop suspiciously, 
saying among other r that it was not 
unusual to see wagons drive up there with 
goods of ove kind or another at all hours. 
THE KEEPER OF THS PAWNSHOP 

was looked for but could not be found. The re- 
porter called several times, and upon inguiry 
for Friedberg was met by his brother-in-law 
Harvey, who vouchsafed the information that 
the proprietor bad juss stepped out, and that 
he knew al! that 8 His story was 
that his mother was at Friedberg’s spending 
the evening. as was often the case, and that he 
had called there to go bome with her. He 
found her engrossed, however, in reading a 
story, and when the shooting occurred he was 
with her and Friedberg in the rear of 
the store. As soonas the shot was fired he 
rushed to the front door with Friedberg and 
saw the dead man on the sidewalk and a crowd 
around him about to take him into the druc- 
store next door.

He did not see any one jump from 
the wagon, but was told the driver had jamped 
out after driving about 200 feet north of the 
seene of the shooting. 

Capt. O'Donnell and Lieut. Hayes went to 
the scene at 11 o’clock. the time up to this hour 
having been engaged in summoning men, and 
in 8 make the police telegraph wires 
work, which trequentiy is an impossibility, so

ARRIVING AT THE PAWNSHOP, 
it was found closed and dark, and no one re- 
sponded to repeated raps at the door. At 11:45 
a woman came to the door from the inside, and, 
when about to come out, was arrested by the 
police, who then entered for the purpose of 
searching the place. The woman was Mrs. Har- 
vey, a sister of the wife of L. Friedberg, who 
keeps the pawnshop under the name of the New 
York Loan Office. Friedberg was found in a rear 
room, and the two were D under arrest. 
Mrs. Friedberg could not be found, and it was 
aaid that she had gone to see Supt. Seavey, 
anticipating there would be some arrests. Upon 
searching the place the officers found sixteen 

olts of silk, all of which were easily identified 
by some of Mr. -Jdaffray'’s clerks, one-half 
dozen hankerchiefa, and one dozen boxes of 
cigars stamped H. Cappals, maker. It is sup- 
posed that these were the products of a burg- 
larv committed the nicht before. The prisoners 
would have nothing to say regarding the affair. 
Mrs. Harvey incidentally remarked that she was 
present in the pawnshop when the wagon drove 
up and the map entered, but, when questioned, 
denied it. She is the wifeoft P. Harvey, plumber 
and gas- litter at No. 426 State street, which 
place was also thoroughly searched, but nothing 
was found. 

FRIBHR ERG 
bas a very bad reputation, although he has not 
been in this city a year. Last March be was 
arrested upon a requisition from New York, ne 
having jumped a limit bend of $1,400 given by 
Adolph Heichman to secure his appearance at 
trial upon a charge of stocking a picture 
establishment by ebtaining goods by 
false pretenses. He, was taken to New 
York, but suceedod getting out of the 
scrape. Returning to this city. Supt. Hickey 
caused his license to be; gevoked, but, in some 
way or other, he got it back. And again quite 
recently a lot of goods stolen from Mag 
Crawford, No. 57) State street, by William M. 
Chivois, were fouod indie pawnshop, and were 
not upon the books as the law requires For 
this violation he was #iminoned, and the case 
is now pending. The pte have always given 
him a very bard reputason. 
LATE LAST EVENING 

a reporter, in minglin¢@Bout iu the crowd that 
baunted State street inghe neighborhood of the 
shooting, succeeded ig gathering from differeut 
sources a story of the Mair which seems quite 
plausible in nearly weer particular. One 
person found had in picking up the 
officer after he was shot, said that he fell at 
the outer edge of the sidewalk, aud. although 
the man did not see the shot fired, he was sure 
that the assassin had rqu out of the pawushop 
and made a running jnmp toto the wagon, and 
that the officer had attéth pted to jump into the 
wagon after him, when the fellow leaned 
back of the seat d shot him. An- 
other, a boy, claithed to be looking out 
of a window, and desetibed the assassin as of 
medium hight, dark and swarthy in appearauce, 
with considerable, if not a full, dark beard, and 
at the time of the shooting bad a clay pipe in 
his mouth. After firing the shot, he jumped 
from the wagon, al running across the 
street, ran along t south wall of a 
large stone-front ‘Building directly op- 
posite. The block to Wabash avenue 
back of this building is unoccupied. The ground 
is rougb, and covered with tall weeds and 
grasses, so that a man could not possibly make 
much speed in running over it. What would 
appear to be the tracksief the aseassin are plain- 
ly visible in the dust upon some of the small 
ridges. of ground fo the tract. From 
this it would appear that the 
fellow made at once for the Lake 
Front, where he might easily conceal himself in 
the park or in the labyrmth of railroad cars 
and rubovish about the place. A man of medium 
age was also seen, but unfortunately his name 
was not obtained. He claimed to have 
seen all the boy described. and also 
to have seen the other man in the 
wagon, whom he describes «as of boyish 
appearance, if indeed be was not a mere boy, 
drive the horse a few feet towards the porth, 
then jump out, and run rapidly north on the 
east side of State street. There were other nu- 
merous ana conflicting’stories, but these were the 
only ones that looked plausible, and the wit- 
nesses seemed to know what they were talking 
about. Doubtless a canvass of State street in 
that vitinity made in daylight would result in 
finding witnesses whe bad perhaps seen the 
shooting, or at least knew souething concern- 
ing it. 

THE DECEASED 

was a native of Peunsylvania, where he has 
relatives now living, and was about 37 or 38 
years of age. lle worked for Pinkerton at one 
time, getting good training there, and had been 
a policeman for abo it three years,—first: in the 
Twenty-second street, and afterwards in the 
Harrison-street district, whence he was trans- 
ferred about a year ago. He was temperate 
and economical, and one of the best and most 
faithful meu on the force. Haviug had a large 
sum in the State Savings Bank, he lost faith in 
such institutions, and carried his money with 
him ,— $475 being found in hispockets. He was 
unmarried, and lived at the Harrison-Street 
Station. 

THERE CAN BE NO REASONABLE DOUBT 
that the pawnbroker Friedberg had a previous 
arrangement with the thieves. He knew that 
the robbery was to be committed and the goods 
delivered at his store that evening, and bad 
everything in readiness to receive them. It is 
surprisine that it should have taken the de- 
tective force about two hours to see something 
which was plain to everybody else 
in about five mioutes. Friedberg should have 
been arrested a quarter of an bour after the 
murder was committed. Still, now that he bas 
beep arrested, though rather late, some per- 
suasion should be used to induce him to give 
what he can give—the vame of the murderer. 
It is almost equally surprising that, 
duripg the two hours of grace which 
were given to the inmates of this 
pawnshop, they did not dispose of the stolen 
property, which was found lying right by the 
front door. It would seem as if a person of 
ordinary sense would have put the stuff in a 
place where it could pot have been easily found. 
Probably they were so much flus:ered by the 
murder as to forget to take precautions which 
in an ordinary case they would have bad sense 
enough to resort to. 

AN INTERVIEW 
was had with Friedberg, the pawnbroker, in 
his cell at about ball-past 1 o'clock. The re. 
porter asked: 

„Where were you when yon heard the shot

“Oh; 1 don't know; ask my wife,” said he. 
“She runs the pawa-shop. I don’t bave notn- 
ing to do with it.“

Superintendent Seavey and Assistant-Super- 
intendent Dixon appeared at the Arm at 
about 1:0 m a carriage. Taking two officers 
with them, they drove to the scene of the mur- 
der to get some clew. 

Capt. O'Donnell is entitled to credit for a 
little scheme that worked to a charm. The 
horse was turped loose, and Officer Henry Meyer 
was ordered to mount him. Detectives Wiley 
and Murnane followed behind. The horse was 
allowed to go according to his will, and, after 
staggering around a circvitous route, made an 
almost direct bee line to a barn in an 
alley betweeen rr Jefferson streets, 
in the neighborh of Erie street, and stopped. 
Officer Thorpe lent a helping hand, and the 
owners of the animal were soon. fixed 
upon, and arrested in a house at No. 
157 North Jefferson street. They gave the 
names of William Lynett and Richard Lane, and 
are brothers-in-law. Both were taken to the 
Armory, where they were closely questioned, 
but up to a late hour nothing of any con- 
sequence had been obtained from them. They 
acknowledged that the horse and wagon be- 
longed to them, but denied all knowledge of 
the man who bad used it, and claimed to have 
left it standing on Kinzie street, and sup- 
posed that it had been stolen when they 
could not find it. They did not report the 
theft, and they made sundry other statements 
that led them into a fair way of making a full 
confession. That they know who the assassin 
was, is plainly apparent, and it seems only a 
— of a short time when they divulge the 
secret. 

At a late hour the Armory police arrested the 
husband of Mrs. Harvey, and, upon searching 
the upper rooms iu the house, found an- 
other bolt of stolen silk and two new 
revolvers. Harvey was arrested and was locked 
up at the Armory. A reporter called upon bim 
at 2:30 this morning, aud then for the first 
time acknowledged having been an eyewitness 
of the shooting,.and said that all other state- 
meuts bad been made simply to protect himself. 
His story wat not very concise, however, and 
may possibly be as much of a lie as the 
stories previously told by him. He claims that 
the wagon was standing sideways with the side- 
walk and the horse facing south; that the 
assassin had jumped into the seat and 
that the officer was standing beside 
the wagon when the shot was fired. He ran to 
pick up the officer, called for help, and saw the 
man jump from the wagon and run away. 


SCOTCH AND IRISH JUSTICE. 


A Woman in a Quarrel Kills Her Husband, 
and Is Sentenced to Be Hung A Man 
Murders His Wife, and Is Let Off with a 
Week's Imprisonment. 

To the Aditor of the London Spectator. 

Sm: Is it possible that the sentence passed 
by Lord Craighili oa the wretchea Isabel Grant 
will really be carried out’ Do your readers 
know the case, and will no effort be made to 
save her? I will not trust myself to tell the 
story in any words out those of the Times’ te 
porter, lest I be accused of making it more 
pitifal taan it is; though I do not well know 


how that might be: 

Isabel W. Thomson, or Grant. a woman over 
50 years of ave, was sentenced to death by Lord 
Craighill, at the Glasgow Autumn Circuit, for the 
murder of ber husband, Peter Grant. an engineer. 
The case is a very pitifal one. Grant and his wife 
lived in a house in Walker street, Parlick. a suburb 
of Glasgow, and had a family, some of whom are 

n up. On June 19 last. Grant was at work on 

ara an Anchor Line steamer, lying in the Clyde, 
and in the evening, when he received his pay, his 
wife wentto meet him, and accompani him 
home. On tbe road they had some drink, and 
when they arrived at their house they were appar- 
ently on quite friendly terms, Shortly afterwards, 
however. the two quarreled, and the woman, in a 
fit of passion, plunged a large bread-knife, about 
ten inches in length, into ber husband's stomach. 
inflicting injuries o which he died two 
days afterwards in the infirmary. The 
trial of the prisoner lasted two 
days. and the woman. whe is in poor health, was 
evidently laboring under the most acute mental 
agony the whole time. She hid her face in her 
hands from morning till pight, and wept constant- 
ly, the convulstve heaving of her body betokening 
the greatness of her distress. When the jury re- 
turned the verdict finding ber guilty by a smali 
majority, she completely broke down, wringing 
her hands ip the very ecetasy of despair, and on 
the Judge assuming the black cap, she gave a loud 
shriek, and fell back on the dock-seat in a death- 
like swoon. The female warders in attendance en- 
deavored to restore animation, but were unsuccess- 
ful, and, while sentence of death was being pro- 
nounced, she lay in tae arms of a police officer in 
a perfectly unconscious state. The scene through- 
out was intensely painful, and created a profound 
sensation in court. The doomed woman, who was 
ordered to be executed on the 26tn inst., was car - 
ried out of court still insensibie. 

Compare this story of the poor, crushed, and 
penitent Scotchwoman with that of the Irishb- 
wan, Cornelins Spillage, detailed last week in 
the Daily News, from tne Cork zaminer ot 
Aug. 1. Spillane went home late at night last 
Easter Sunday, and almost immediately struck 
his wife (apparently without provocation) three 
blows, which felled her to the ground. After 
this he left ber for a moment, then, returnime, 
lifted ber up and cast ber down again. The 
woman (who was far advanced in pregnancy) 
prayed that the priest and doctor might be sent 
for, as she felt herself dying, and Spillane went 
out for the purpose, swearing an oath as be left 
the house that he hoped his wife would never 
recover.“ She actually expired shortly after- 
ward, saying, before she died. God forgive 
him who did it to me, and be wil) miss me vet!“ 
Now, how was the crime of this man treated‘ 

In the first place, he was charged with “ man- 
slaughter’ only, though the counsel for the 
prosecution remarked that “the evidence would 
warraut the charge of murder.“ 

In the second place, though there was abso- 
lutely no defense offered, and though two wit- 
nesses deposed to bis swearing he hoped bis 
wife would not recover, and another apyearéd 
in court with a head broken by Spiliane’s 
friends for bearing testimony against bim,—in 
spite of all this, the jury. after finding him 
guilty, recomye? him to mercy. 

Lastly, to complete the ghastiy farce, the 
Judge (Chief Justice May) told the prisuner that 
his double murder of wife and unborn babe was 
as “near an accident as anything could be,” 
apd sentenced him t one week's imprisonment. 

This, if we may trust the Cork Avamine’s 
reporter (1 write, of course, assuming that the 
story of the trial is given therein correctly), was 
the measure dealt out by -counsel, jury, and 
Judge to Cornelius Spillane,—one week's impria- 
onment! And to Isabel Grant—the heart-broken 
and penitent creature who, in the brief madness 
of drink and sudden quarrel, gave one blow (not 
three)—counsel, jury, and Judge have dealt. 
death. She Wil hanged unless the Home 
Secretary interfere: She is pow enduring the 
double agouy of remorse for her crime and of 
mortal terror in anticipation of the scaffold, 
while Spillaue has, of sourse, been for, the last 
three weeks at large, his brief sentence having 
expired, and doubtless his position amon his 
friends very little, if at all, altered by the a- 
dident”’ of the death of his wife aud undoru 
child. 

Comment On these two parallel stories of the 
judicial treatment of a man who killed a woman, 
aod of s woman whe killed a man, would be 
superfious. 

There is very little need-to strike terror tnto 
the minds of wives respecting the crime of hus 
band-murder. There is, bowever, alas! the 
most grievous and crying need to alarm the 
more brutal sort of husbands as to the conse- 
quence of killing their wives. Yet Cornelius 

piliane bas had one week's imprison and 
Isabel Grunt lies under sentence of death, am, 
sir, etc., Frances Powra Cosus.

SOCIAL SCIENCE, 

THE SECOND DAY’S SESSION 
of the Social Science Association in the Clark 
Street Methodist Church was begun at 9 o'ciock 
yesterday morning by a business meeting, at which 
che report of the Secretary on the organization of 
the Association and the proceedings of the Board 
of Managers during tae past year was presented 
and approved. Several unimportant changes in 
the constitution were also made. 

At 10 e’clock the regular exercises of the day 
were begun in the main.anudience-room of the 
church, the frst paper being on Women in Our 
Public Schools,” by Mrs. Sarah I. Raymond, of 
Bloomington. Mrs. Raymond gave some very in- 
teresting facts regarding the restrictions to 
which girle were subject, so far as educa- 
tional advantages were concerned, during 
the first 150 years of the country's history. 
It was then considered quite an innovation when 
girls were permitted to attend school four months 
in the year, and the speaker thought that in a 
century from now the present regulations of cer- 
tain colleges regarding the education of women 
Would appear as ridiculous as did now the customs 
of a century ago, as exemplified in the rules gov- 
érning the public schools of that time. The rapid 
advancement of women in the educational battte- 
field was well set forth, and the prediction made 
thai before long the few remaining prejudices 
against giving women an equal chance with men 
would oe sweptaway. The influence of women in 
molding the thoughts of their children, and de- 
veloping their talents, as exemplified in the case 
of numerous distinguished men, was also alluded 
to. The idea nat the offices in schools 
where executive ability was necessary 
could not be filled d wome was 
being rapidly dissipated, and in Bloomington, 
Monticelio, and Clinton, in this State, the Super- 
intendents of Schools were ladies, performing all 
the duties incident to their position with the 
greatest satisfaction to tue public. There was a 
crying necessity for a better moral education for 
boys, and it was in this feld that woman alone 
could be successful. 

The last paper of the morning was that of Mrs. 
H. H. Candee, Cairo, on The Potential Mood. 
being some thoughts on the sibilities open for 
women in various brancnes of life and influence. 
The Association then weat into

Committee to which it was referred, several unim- 
portant changes having been recommended. The 
election of officers was then proceeded with, and 
resulted as follows, the choice being made by 
ballot: President, Mrr.

colleges was good, and that in scholarship they 
always equaled and often excelled the men, 

Al the close of Miss Faye paper, the Committee 
on Kesolutions reported. thanking everybody who 
had done anything to make the meeting a success. 

Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, of lowa. made a short 
speech. 2 the Association on the 
progress it bad made. 

Dr. Sabin Smith, of Chicago, urged the ladies 
to interest themseives in the distribution of litera- 
ture having reference to sanitary reform. The 
meeting then adjourned. 

In the evening the ladies of the Society held 3 
very pleasant and well-attendea reception from 8 
to 10 o'clock. 


THE LUMBERMEN. 


REFORM MEASURES. 

A meeting oi the Lumbermen's Exchange was 
hela last evening at the Tremont House for the 
purpose of settling, if possible, the drummer evil, 
and of regulating prices. The President of 
the Exchange, Mr. Thadeus Dean, occupied the 
Chair. } 

Mr. Skeels, ef the Committee appointed to se- 
cure signatures to the document declaring that the 
drummers outside of the city must go, at least for 
sixty days, reported that the Committee bad not 
succeeded, even after strenuous labor, in securing 
the required number of names. —sixty,—only fifty- 
eight firms having come to time. furthermore, 
they saw no prospect of getting additional signa- 
tures, 

Mr. Thompson moved to abandon the whole 
matter of doing away with drummers and re- 
vising the prices. There was an evident desire on 
the part of some dealers to go on and bear the 
market by refusing to sign the agreement to witn- 
draw the drummers, and he was in favor of con- 
tinuing to sell as cheaply as chose who refused to 
sign the agreement, As for himself, he theaghi 
he could get along with aveliag men about as 
long as the next man. All of which was strangely 
at variance with the doctrines enunciated by the 
same gentieman at the meeting one week ago, 

Mr. T. W. Harvey remarked that Mr. B. L. Ander- 
son, who has just gone to Muskegon, had author- 
zed him to sign the agreement. if one other gen- 
tleman would do the same. He understood that 
four or five members were hanging back, waiting 
for Mr. Anderson to sign. 

After some farther talk, Mr. Thompson with- 
drew his motion, 

Mr. Steele moved to accept the report and dis- 
charge the Committee. 

Mr. Thompson moved te postpone the report in- 
definitely. 

The President said he hoped they all understood 
the importance of the matter ander discussion. if 
the city dealers did not stick to the agreement, 
which lacked but-two signatares, not one of them 
would make enough money to pay his washing bilis 
this Winter, let alone the more expensive neces- 
saries of existence. 

Mr. Avery sought to square himself, as it were, 
on the charge that his firm had been instrumental 
in deterring others from signing the agreement. 
If the dealers, said Mr. Avety, would put up the 
price first, then they would join them in consider- 
ing the ecaeme of withdrawrmg the drummers, His 
firm was not staying out, as had been alleged, for 
the purpose of naving theif men scalp around and 


1 take advantage of the other firms. 


At this stage of the proceedings, Mr. Harvey 
put down the B. L. Ande Lumber Company's 
name to the agreement, the Menominee River 
Lumber Company. T. Wilee & Co., the Soper & 
Pond Company, ana 8, R. Futier also signed by 
their representatives, auf the necessary sixty 
names and two more were thus secured.

One or two thought ought to have the 
privilege of ‘‘shading’’ prices occasionally, par- 
ticularly when customers cime to the offices. 

Mr. Carpenter didn’t see if in that light. It was 
hard to make and observe a ‘cast-iron rute, but he 
thought these prices. whi were reasonable, 
should be lived up to, whether customers came to 
town or not. 

Mr. Thompson thought they were morally bound 
to make these puolisned prices understood to be 
the prices at which lumber should be sold. but if 
customers came to town—weél], tnat was a different 
sort of thing. 

Mr. Carpenter and oteerg inquired what the 
price-list would amount to if that sort of business 
was carried on. Some nervé was needed in ob- 
serving this list, or they might as well make a new 
one with lower prices. 

Mr. Skeels notifiea the meeting that he possessed 
the requisite amount of nerve to adhere to the list, 
and expressed the hope that others had an equal 
amount of backpooe when it came to the test. 

Mr. Van Schaick also thought they could and 
would live upto the list. In fact, it was not im- 
probable that another raise wouid be necessary in 
a short time, the suppiy of lumber outside of the 
Chicago market being comparatively small. The 
dealers had made 80 little money that 
he had no fears about anybody cutting prices. 
Those prevailing at present were outrageously and 
ridiculously low, and in self-protection the dealers 
were compelled to adopt the course they had 
taken, Lumber was needed everywhere, Chicago 
controlled pienty of it, the consumers were not 
grumbling at prices, and what the dealers shduld 
do was to work in harmony, in justice to the cus- 
tomers and themselves, live up to the list, and all 
would be pleasant. [Applause. } 

On motion of Mr. Skeeis, a committee was ap- 
pointed to see the obstinate firms who still re- 
mained out, and labor with them to get them to 
come in. The Committee consists of Mesers. 
Skeels, Harvey, and Van Schaick. 

On motion of Mr. Thompson, Messrs, Carpenter 
and Van Schaick were appointed a committee to 
draw up a circular notifying dealers at competing 
points of the action taken in regard to drummers 
and prices. 

Tae meeting then adjourned for one week. 


ALLEGED BIGAMY. 

THE POOR CASE. , 
The case in which John E. Poor figures as the’ 
defend:nt of a charge of bigamy, preferred against 
him by a young woman whose maiden name, she 
says, was Daisy De Rosse, and who now calls her- 
self Daisy Poor, wife of John E. Poor, was called 
yesterday morning by Justice Robinson. Daisy 
was represented by her attorney. Mr. Walter G. 


Goodrich, and John Poor's side was managed by 
Mr. Willian A. Sheridan. Two charges were pre- 
ferred,—oigamy and astault and battery. The 
latter was taken up first. 

The complainant was the first witness sworn. 
She announced herself as ‘‘ Daisy Poor,” aged 16 
years. She swore that one day in Lawyer sber- 
an's Office John had knocked her down by atrik- 
ing ber on the side of the face, The defense ad- 
mitted the truth of her statement as far as tae 
striking was concerned, but denied that the blow 
was as bard as the prosecution had said. 

Before giving a decision in the assault case, the 
Court took up the bigamy charge. The prosecu- 
tion wished to place Daisy on the stand. but the 
defense objected on the ground that ander the old 
common law a wife could pot testify against ber 
husband, nor the nusband against the wife. Mr. 
Sheridan claimed that while the defense aimitted 
nothing, the very scope of the prosecution was 
that the first marriage was valid. The Court could 
not hear Daisy's testimony. for, if she should vy 
her own testimony establish the ground of her 
marriage, then the Court would be obliged to throw 
out her evidence because it would show that she 
was a wife, and a wife could not testify against her 
husband in the matter.

LITERATURE. 
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THE FRENCH REVOLUTION. 

The plan of M. Taine’s “Origins of Con- 
temporary France” contemplates five volumes. 
The ürst of these, devoted to the Ancient 
Regime, appeared some time ago. Two vol- 
umes will be given to the Revolution, and two 
to France siace the Revolution. The first vol- 
ume on the Revolution is now before us. It is 
in many respects a remarkable work. First for 
its method, which is that of strict arrangement 
and classification of facta. These are grouped 


about principles, as the author may have pre- 


viously determined; but no principle is sought 
to be established without the apparent author- 
ity of fact. M. Taine probably had his princi- 
ples in pickle before he went out to search for 
facts, as will appear hereafter. Lie fonnd mach 
that was true to support each positive asser- 
tion. Whether he found all the truth, stated it 
fairly, and leſt it to make conclusions for him, 


remains to be scen. : 

The results of M. Taine’s method are that, 
deing a reactionary, he has made out the first 
great unqualified condemnation of the Revo- 
lution that bas ever appeared in France. 
He admits that there was much need of reform, 
but denies that there was need of revolution. 
Precisely here the difficuity of most discriminat- 
ing writers on the Revolution bas arisen. They 
have been unable to see how reform could be 
accomplished without revolution. Some of the 
reforms necessary to the regeneration of France 
were of the most radical kiud,—reforms, indeed, 
such as have never been peaceiully wrought out 
in any country. The redistribution of the land. 
the limitation of the kingly prerogative, 
the abolition oi the exemptions of the nobies, 
the overt: ow of the Church as a civil authority, 
were measures pecessary to the salvation of 
France. Each of these was strongly intrenched 
in custom, and supported by powerful and 
wealthy organizations. None of them would 
go down without a struggle. in proportion to 
their powers of resistance was the ferocity of 
the attack. Much biood was sbed in the opera- 
tion; but that was not the essence or the conai- 
tion of the Revolution. There have been revo- 
lutions without biood, only less important than 
that which redeemed France. The accomplhsh- 
ment of the great reforms mentioned, with or 
without bloodshed, would have been a revolu- 
tion, because it wouid have involved the 
overturning of the ola society 

the organization of a new 

one. The difference between reform and revo- 
lution is only one of degree: and in this instance 
the reforms demanded were so many and so im- 
portant that they involved a revolutiou. Peace- 
ful acquiescence in the demands would have 
been revolution. M. Taine has acknowledged 
this so far that, while he has admitted the need 
ot reform in the constitution of tne orders of 
the nobility and the clergy, and in the regula- 
tion of the kinglv prerogative. he has not agreed 
to the redistribution of the lands as a rigatful 
measure. The unequal distribution of the lands 
of France, more than anything else, caused the 
Revolution. The possession of the land by 
the clergy and nobility, and the exemption of 
these classes from taxation, ground down the 
common people to such a degree that they had 
only the means of living froin hand to mouth. 
They had no resources to draw on in times 
of scarcity. Hence, the famine which preceded 
the ution was a secondary, not a primary. 
would never bave 
occurred if the lands had not been heid im large 

part by crasping ecclesiastical corporations 

and privileged orders, nor even then, if the 

burden of taxation, unequally distributed, had 

not crashed the lite out of the common people. 

Mr. Taine’s defense of the titles by which tne 
lands were held js ingenious, but not complete. 
The tities were acquired by violence and ripened 
by prescription. They were, in many mstances, 
older than the Government. That which was 
obtained bv violence was lost by the same 
means. Rightfully so, we might say. if there 
Were no other element to be considered. The 
element oi prescription was, in fact, that on 
whieh the justice of the titles mainiv rested. 
It could be overthrowꝗ oniy by a procedure out- 
side of any of the organized tribunals, since the 
basis of these was the system of feudal tenure 
which it was desired to reform. The people 
took their appeal to arms most reluctantly. 
They had been aggravated and tortured beyond 
endurance. It was for them a simple 

tion of existence or  non-eristence. 
the State bas the right to take necessary 
Measures to preserve us own existence, why 
has not the individual? If the individual has 
none, it is a delicate question in morals and 
jurisprudence why he bas not. Ai any rate. the 
exercise of such rights by the peasants of France 
Was 80 clearly human and natural that he is a 
stern judge who finds in their conduct nothing 
to palliate or praise. We are not speaking new 
of the excesses of the Revolution, which no one 
or reads of without a shudder, but of 
the principles which underlay them, of which 
they were not necessary consequences. M. 
‘Taine condemns excesses, princivies, and all. 
Perhaps the most admirable chapters in this 
Volume are those ou the Nobility and the Clery. 
Aristocratic orders have seldom found a more 
able champion. The author has compared with 
some effect the benefits of such an order iu Eu- 
gland, and the supposed evils arising from the 

Want ot one in the United States. It is, M. 

Taine believes, the duty and privilege of meu 

of leisure and wealth to serve the State; no 

others have such good right, he believes, and 
no others are able to govern so well. This is 
partly true. But M. Taine bas forgotten that 
when and wealthy men alone govern they 
are apt to govern too much for the advantage 
of their own class. There are others who have 
equal claims upon the leniency and considera- 
tion of the State.

EARLY ROME. 

Dr. Ihne, the Heiaelberg Professor, hag writ- 
ten a treatise on Early Rome, which has been 
included in the English series of ** Epochs of 
Ancient History,“ published im this country by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. This historv, like all 
scientific histories of Rome since Niebuhr, re- 
jects as mythical the traditions embodied in 
Livy, and other Roman histonans. The author 
examines and condemus the fables about Eueas, 
Romulus, and Remus, the apocryphal reigns of 
Numa, Servius, Tarquin, and, in fact, all the 
seven Kings; and the legends of the Horatii 
and Curatii, Lucrece, Horatins Cocles, Vir- 
ginia, Brutus, Cincinnatus, and Coriolanus. He 
leaves little that the average schoulboy knows 
about Roman history prior to the d®struction of 
the city by the Gauls, 390 B. C. At this point, 
it is assumed, autoentic history begins. 

Prof. Lhne’s labors will secm worse than use- 
less to many of the present generation whose 
knowledge ot Roman history is derived chiefly 
from Macaulay’s “Lays of Ancient Rome.” 
Prof. Inne has destroved the foundation of 
fact, if any was ever assumed to exist, on which 
the lays rest. But he has not fallen into the 
grave error of depreciating the legends them- 
selves. As rourances, if not as facts, they are 
a part of the literature of Christendom. They 
can no mere be displaced from the affections of 
mankind than the Arabian fairy tales or the 
Scandinavian myths, which lic far back in the 
cloudiand of our own history. Prof. lane is 
the first to recognize this fact and give it due 
impportance. He recites the story in each 
instance before be brings it to the test of 
historical criticism, aud the evidence 
he gives of the improbability or 
impossibility of its truth as history in nowise 
detracts from its dignity as romance. Only it 
is important that thuse who desire to study the 

Stitutious aud character of the Roman people 
as they were should be able te discriminate be- 
tween historv and romauce.. 

The gradual advance of 
people toward democracy is 
in this volume with much clearness. 
Prof, Ihne beheves that some of tue 
Kings, notably Numa, had only sacerdotal au- 
thority. With Tarquin, a line of military chief- 
tains began. It ended suddenly because the 
people, being now organized for military pur- 
poses, chose to appoizt their owu rulers. The 
military Kings, itis assumed, were patrons of 
the plebs. Whea the Kings were abolished 
and the patricians again began to op- 
press the plebs, the secession to the 
Sacred Hill took place. The trib- 
unesbip was the price demanded by the com- 
mon people for theirreturn to the city. Ac- 
cording to this view, the Tarquins were friends 
of the people, and their memories have been 
blackened because the patricians controlled the 
sources of Romau bistory, which were generaliy 
the records of noble families. A similar sup- 
position is made on bebalf of Appius Claudius, 
whom we now find rehabilitated as a martyr to 
democratic principics. The volume closes with 
a chapter on the Invasion of the Gauls and 
the exploits of Camiilus, whieh Prof. Ihne 
sa¥s were not truthfully described by Livy. 
The narrative of that historian does, indeed, 
show the traces of a patriotic coloring; but we 
were hardly prepared to hear the cherished 
story of the geese that saved the capitol called. 
as it is here, an wtiologicai legend.“ (New 
York: Charles Scribner's Sous. Price, $1.) 

SCIENTIFIC MEMOIRS. 

The learned Dr. Draper, of New York, has 
collected in a volume a number of his papers on 
Radiant Energy which have appeared during the 
last forty years in various veriodicals, the first 
as early as 1834 in the Franklin Jnstitute Journal. 
Many of the memoirs have been reprinted with- 
in a few years in Harper's Magazine. They are 
interesting chiefly as records of persona! obser- 
vation, and for the introduction to che labora- 
tory of a scientific worker which they afford 
Dr. Draper is not content merely

subject was pew), “On Burning Glasses and 
Mirrors,” and On the Distribution of Heat 
and Chemical Force in the Spectrum.“ Prot. 
Draper prefixes to this volume an autobiograph- 
ical sketch, from which aod certain passages iu 
the text we infer that part of his object in 
printing these memoirs is to protect his scicn- 
tific reputation against the appropriation ot his 
labors by other workers. This purpose is well 
worthy of his consideration, ior tac reputation 
of Dr. Draper, as a writer and scientitic man, is 
second to that of no one now living in America. 
He is, indeed, the oniy scientific man who has 
attained any credit outside of his par- 
ticular domain of physical research. iis 
History of the Inteilectuai Development 
of Europe.“ History ef American 
Civil War,“ aud History of the Couflict Be- 
tween Science aud Religion,“ would have 
earned him a reputation as a literary mau ol 
the first class if he bad not beeu among the 
first to develop the use uf the spectroscope, to 
solve some oi the problems of circulation, aud 
to cast light on many dark places in buman 
physiology.

ANCIENT LITERATURE. 

The Illustrated History of Ancient Litera- 
ture, Oriental and Classical,“ by John D. 
Quackenbos, A. M., M. D., is a volume of 425 
pages. The author aims to cover the period 
from the earliest times to the Christian era. 
This might have been comparatively an easy 
task a yeucration ago, when the Greek and 
Roman literatures were ali that learned men 
kvew or cared about. But since the vast field of 
Sanscrit and the Semitic languages has been 
opened to investigation through the efforts of 
modern scholars, K is a difficult task even to 
epitomize the results that have been attained. 
The first part of this book is devoted to the 
Oriental languages and literatures. Depend- 
ing chiefly on Max Muller, Mr. Quacken- 
bos describes clearly the rise and distribution 
ef the Iulo- European races, the faith and 
ractice of Brahmanism as inculcated iu the 
Fedas, the rise of Buddhism and its conflict 
with the established faith, the growth and 
decline of Zoroasterism and the Zend-Avesta, 
the influence of Confucius and the sacred writ- 
ings of his school, and, finally, the cuneiform 
inscriptions of Egypt and- Assyria. These 
subjects, particularly the last, are illustrated 
r 
‘ m 1 6 . 
8 this method. The latter half of 
the book treats of Greek and iioman literature. 
The author is at bome bere, as weil 
he may pe, with abundant author- 
ities to refer to, and no great variety 
of opinion to perplex him. It seems sometaing 
of a. mockery to attempt to give an idea of Es- 
chylus by a short extract irom & translation of 
something less than four vages, including his 


«‘ Prometheus,” and to dispose of Thucydides in 


descrigtion of the plague at Atheus. But Mr. 
Quackenbos’ book will have 4 certain value in 
the school-room and to those who have not the 
leisure or the inclination to consult more au- 
thoritative sources.

Among tie scrvants 
is a child about 18 years of age, au orphan ser, 
who has been treated as au outcast, and on the 
same day that Boris was dirgraced this child 
was driven away from the family. Boris finds 
the destitute orphan, aud in his sympathy car- 
ries her away to his mother’s home, where he 
leaves her. This is Sonia. Soon after he obtains 
empiovment which eugages him at a distance 
for several years. Lydia, under her mother’s 
direction, becomes a husband-secker, but 
always fails. Boris, during his absence, 
continues to love her, while sve, without re- 
nouncing him, if seeking another match. Boris 
eventually returns famous ang prosperous, and 
she just at that moment, thinking she bad 
secured another, discards Boris. ‘ihe mother 
of Boris dving, be takes Souia to Moscow, where, 
in theScapacity of servant, she becomes his 
faithful housekeeper. The Gorelincs become 
very poor, Lydia fails in all her hushand-seck- 
ing, and the mother aud daughter, visiting 
Boris to obtain bis aid, use language imputing 
dishonorable relations between Boris and Sonia, 
the result of which is that the master and serv- 
ant immediately get marricd, and that is the 
end ot the story. The book is clean, the style 
is very plain, the characters are commonplace, 
but, as an illustration of the national manners 
apd customs of Russia, the story, with a few 
alterations in names, would have answered just 
as well for New Hampshire or Miunesota.

HAMLEI. 

Rolfe’s edition of Shakspeare, which gives 
each play in a volume by itself, has reached 
„Hamlet“ in regular course. The volume de- 
voted to this pilav, while uniform in binding 
with the others, contains rather more matter 
than any of them, embracing in al! 275 pages. 
Tue author, in the preface, apologizes for this 
excess. He found it difficuit to kcep within his 
limited space. The play is one ol the longest 
(about twice as long as Macbeth’’), and the 
amount that has been written about it exceeds 
that on any other of Snakspedte’s works. ‘The 
explanation is suflicieut. As the extension of 
the original pian does not inciude an increase of 
price, the purchasers of Mr. Rolfe’s edition 
have reason to be grateful to him, rather than 
otherwise, for passing beyond the limits first 
decided uvon. It must be said, also, as we 
bave several times had occasion to testify, that 
this edition of Shakspeare is on many accounts 
and for many purposes better than any other. 
It is remarkable chicily for its copious notes, 
drawn from all available sources, and for its iu- 
iroduction treating of the history of the play, 
the sources of the pivot, and critical ments 
on the play. Under the latter head are placed 
such unusual authorities as the chapor from 
‘* Wilbeim Meister on Hamlet,“ the articles 
from Biackwood’s supposed to have becn written 
by tue poet Campbell, and au article from the 
London Quarteriy Review for 1847. The editor 
also acknowledges freely his indebtedness to 
Furness, whose variorum edition of ** Hamlet ”’ 
must be a mine of wealth to all future editors. 
The notes of this edition are collected, it, should 
be understood, much on the principle which 
guided Furness in his variorum editior, of the 
text. Every note which has respectabie’author- 
itv, and seems entitled to a moment’s cpusider- 
ation is included, (New York: Harper & Bros. 
Price, 70 cents.) 

THE RIVERSIDE SPENSER. 

The Riverside eaition of the British Poets bas 
now reached Spenser, whose works aie given in 
three volumes. Why he bas not been reached 
before it would be difficult to say, unless on the 
supposition that the editor has been keeping 
some of his best volumes for the last in order 
to commend the whole edition more favorably 
to the reading public. There are now some 
forty volumes in all in the Riverside edition. It 
embraces the works of all the British posts, ex- 
cept Shakspeare, who is Dy common ‘consent 
awarded a separate piace. This edition pi Spen- 
ser is based on the edition printed in 1539 under the 
superintendence of Mr. George Hilliard, It was 
at first intended to be only a reprint, but was 
afterwards revised and illustrated with notes, 
original and selected, by Francis J. Chi,d. The 
whole edition was published as log aga®as 1855: 
Lut there has since seemed to be wo reason for 
changing what wastben written, The pinding, 
typography, and paper of the Riverside edition 
will make it an ornament to any library4n which 
it may und a place. (Boston; Houghgon, Os-

THE CHRISTIAN WEEKLY. 

The Jilustrated Christian, Weekly (American 
Tract Society, 150 Nassau street, New York) is 
one of the comparatively recent vemures in 
periodical literature that we feel glad to notice. 
The bound volume for 1877 is now at hand. It 
coutaius a number of wood-cuts which for purity 
of design and fidelity of execution compare 
favorably with those of any other 
American periodical. The subjects, too, 
are well chosen. Most of them 
are illustrative of American scenery or 
character. Some refer directly to the text, 
and others like the Courier of the Desert 
(Horace Vernet). * A Storm iv the Mountains“ 
(Thomas Moran), ana “ The Siocing Forge 
(Sir Edwin Lanasecr), go to higher sources for 
their iuspiration. There is healthy tone and 
spirit in the pictures and the text. It is time, 
indeed, that the Devil should not have all of the 
good pictures. He had rathep/iless than his 
share in the time of Raphael, Titian, Miche! 
Angelo, and Guide; but he is too richly en- 
dowed to-day both in the works ol great art- 
ists, and in the hum dier efforts of carrent illus- 
trated literature. If it were only possible to 
savof the /ijustrated Christian Weekly that it 
avoided caricature, this would be high praise; 
but it does tar more. It exemplitivs a high 
ideal of Christian mauhov..

A CONCISE HISTORY OF MUSIC. 

It speaks well for the usefulness as well as 
excellence of the “ History of Music“ recently 
published by Prof. H. G. Bonavia Hunt, of 
Christ Church, Oxford, that a second edition 
has already been found necessary.

SUN-HEAT AND EANTUO-HEAT. 

The October number of the. American Nat- 
uralist (McCalla & Stavele), 237 Dock street, 
Philadelphia) rebriuts from the Ceolugical Mug- 
azine a valuable article on Physiography”’ by 
C. Lloyd Morgan. The article is too long for 
use ip this, place, but it puts some important 
conclusions in such a way that the force of them 
may be readily perceived. Summing up one 
branch of his inquiry, the writer says: 

Let us pause bere fora moment to sec what we 
have learnt. We have seen that the waves which 
beat on our shores, ana denude our coast- ines, 
are due to the winds: that the rivers which cut 
down trencnes into the earth are due to rain. which 
ia itself brought to us a8 vapurof water by the 
winds: aud we have seen that both the tormation 
of water-vapor, aud the existence of the winds, are 
due to sun-heat. This suu-heat . therefore, the 
hiehest unk we have yet reached im the cham of 
causation. We have also seen incidentally that 
the sand and clay at the tup of the cli were built 
up of mud and sand grains. carried down mecnan- 
ally vy rivers to the sea; and that the chalk hus 
been separated by living Creatures irom the sen- 
water to wluch the lime bad been carried down m 
solution by rivers. Tue question--how came this 
life upon the earth’—now anecs. It wil not. 
nowever, be discussed here. It is enough to state 
that it is almost universally believed by those com- 
petent to ve an opinion. that all life forms have 
come into veing by & process Of evolution from 
primitive organic germs. it may be noticed, how 
ever, that all life. whetaer vegetable or animal, ts 
made possibie only by solar energy. Aurmals de- 
pend on plauts, directly or indirectiy, uotu for the 
food they eat ana for tne wir they breathe. In the 
absence of saniight piants would be anaole to de- 
compose the Yast quantity of carbonic acid which 
unimais brvatbe forth; aud thus (Acer souree of car- 
bon ana our source of oxygen would be cut off.

If aray of light falis, however softly and but 
for an instant, noon ah object, we may presume 
that a change, whether by chemical or mechan- 
ical means, ensues. Flowers and truits, by their 
irregular surfaces, break the suushine 
specific hues, thus acting as shadow to them- 
selves. Animals also respond in coloring to 
the influence of light.—American Naturalist. 


Exceeditglyv satisfactory is the report for last 
year of the Commission of Fisheries for New 
York, consisting of cx-Gov. Horatio Seymour, 
Mr. Edward M. Smith, and Mr. Robert B. Roose- 
velt. More than 3,000,000 of shad fry were 
turned loase in the Hudson River, 1,800,000 
young salmon trout were distributed, and of the 
brook trout—the species in respect of which the 
burden of effort has been expended and the 
maximum ot success in hatching reached—au 
immense number were batched and placed in 
the various waters of the State. 


The Scient e American says that the great 
need of the hour is an‘ automatic pocket lite- 
preserver. It avs: Acirclet of waterproof 
cells, each provided with au automatic valve, sm 
as ta bd easily inflated, and yet have all so in- 
dependent of each other that the bursting of 
one would pot affect the rest, would probably 
be as simple and efficient a device as could be 
asked for. The conditions to be met are few,— 
simplivity, lightucss, portability, buoyance, and 
cheapness. these were fairly well met 
the single City. of New York would furnish a 
market for thousands everv summer, The in- 
ventor could pot fail of am ample reward 
financially, tn addition to the gratitude of the 
entire comuranity.” 


Scientifically speaking. buzzing is the faculty 
of insects to proauce two so.nds at an octave. 
M. Jousset de Bellesme, wk» has recently been 
investigating the oheuomena connected with 
buzzing. bas arrived at some conclusions which, 
it estubjished, will upset all the preconceived 
theories on that subject. He asserts that there 
are two simultaneous sounds, one produced by 
the vibration of the wings and the other by the 
thoracit vibration, the latter twice as rapid as 
the former, and, therefore. an octave. This is 
why in flight onlv a single grave sound is beard. 
When the thorax moves alone a sharp sound is 
produced. This, M. de Beilesme believes, is the 
only «xplanation that can be given of the mode 
of production of the two sounds which cousti- 
tute buzzing. 

A correspondent of es Afondes calle atten- 
tion to tae fact that butchers, though they may 
be pale and thin when they enter on the basi- 
ness, quickly gain fresbuess ot color, stout- 
ness, aud a ceverally comfortable look. It is a 
pure fiction, of course, that they put aside the 
best portions of the meat for themselves, and 
it is a known fact that most of them lose appe- 
tite. The correspondent attributes their gen- 
eral well-being to assimilation, through the 
respiratory passages, of nutritive juices of the 
meat Volatilized in the air,—a kind of vutrition 
by affusion. If this be realtya fact, it is arguea 
that voung people, suffering from deficient or 
impuré blood, and especially cutldren of a weak 
or lymphatic constitution, might be subjected 
witn advantage to hygienic treatment base, 
upon u. 

Onc of the most singular results of late in- 
vestigations is the establishment of the fact that 
all the vast mass of water, often upward of 
2,000 fathoms in thickness, below the neutral 
band is moving slowly to the northward, that, 
ip fact, the depths of the Atlantic, the Pacitic, 
and the Indian QO-eans are occupied by tongues 
of the Antarctic Sea, preserving in the main 
its characteristic tenperatures.

Thus one part 
of the general circulation of the ovean ts carried 
on through the atmosphere, the water being 
raised in vapor in the northern hemtsohere is 
hurried. by upper wind currents te the zone of 
low Darometric pressure in the south, where it 


is precipitated in the form of snow or rais.—dSir

The London Times of a recent date says, un- 
der the heading of Vesuvius: At last there 
is a prospect of the railway up Mount Ve- 
suvius becoming a reality within a not verv re- 
mote/future. The plans submitted have been 
approved by the Department of Public Works, 
aud the necessary *‘ coucession’ has been made 
by the Prefecture of Naples. It is hardly 
necessary to say that the carriages on this rail- 
way will be drawn, not by a locomotive engine, 
put by a wire rope. The line will be doubie. 
The rails wil de laid ou an iron trame- 
work supported by pillars, also of iron. The 
pillars will be six metres (a little over six and 
one-half yards) apart. According to the report 
upon the plans. it appears that the length of 
the railway up the mountain will be 840 metres 
(almost 919 vards) The station near the sum- 
init will be 420 metres (nearly 460 yards) bigner 
than at the foot of the mountain, which gives 
the very steep gradients of one iu two. There 
appears to be little doubt that in a few months 
the whole undertaking will be completed; and 
future visitors to Naples will be able to climb 
Vesuvius in a less fatiguing manner than is at 
pres¢ut necessary.

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We have received from the Illinois State Lab- 
oralory a pamphict on “The Foods of Iili- 
nois Fishes,” by 8. A. Forbes. The writer 
justly says. Bg intelligent fish-culture, 
on any large scale, implies a full accordance 
with the food of the native species.” The 
painphiet gives alist of fifty-four fishes with 
the customary food of each sv far as ascertained. 
Some of the results of the examinations are 
thus stated: ‘The most important kinds of 
food are insects, crustacea, planta, fishes, and 
moilusks, in the order named. These data ap- 
bly entirely to adult fishies, however: if the 
young were also taken into account, crustacean 
food would doubtless be found more im- 
portant. The best food fishes (‘fine 
lish’ of the  markets—Percide, Labracide, 
Centrarchidæ Esocide) are chiefly piscivor- 
ous, except the Centrarchide, which 
are peariy omnivorous, but prefer insects. 
Scarcel y any fishes examined, except some 
Cyprinidæ, can be called strictly herbivorous, 
although the gizzard shad (Dorosomu) is chiefly 
50, the animal food taken being probably indi- 
dental. Catfishes are the only ones shown to be 
scavengers. The fishermen, however. attribute 
similar habits to sheepsbead and Buffaio-fish.”’ 


Dr. Petermann, whose death has recently 
been reported by cable, was probably the most 
eminent veograplier iu the world. Ue was much 
ipterested in the probtems of Central African 
discovery, and Wus amoung the first to announce 
bis belief that Livingstune’s Lualaba was the 
Congop—a theory since fullfecoutirmed by Stan- 
ley. He wus almost as deeply interested iu 
Polar explorations, aud advocated the theory of 
an open Polar Sea, which seemed to be con- 
firmed by the explorations of Dr. Kane, al 
though capable authorities now entertum very 
varying opinions cn that subject. From 1865 to 
1888, Dr. Petermann wus cuguged in organizing 
the Prussluu expedition to the North Pole 
which was to actin concert with an Awericau 
and a French expedition. In 1834 he had been 
appointed Professor.of Geography at the Uni- 
versity of Goch, aud in the following year was 
made Doctor of Phifosophy by the Culversity of 
Gottingen; at the same time he was pushing his 
work in England aud directing the. great Geo- 
grapincal institute of Justus Perthes at Gotha. 
In 1854 he established the celebrated Atte 
lungen, a mouthly review, pow past its forty- 
fifth volume, and universally regarded as the 
highest authority in all matters relating to 
geugraphy. In 1876 he visited this country, and 
Was entertained by the New York Geographical 
Society. —

Record of Judgments, New Suits, Divorces, 
Criminal Business, Ete. 


The motion to dissolve the injunction in the 
case of Hurlbut vs. Kantzler and the Board of 
Education came up again yesterday morning be- 
fore Judge Moore. Meesrs. Skinner and 
Chandler appeared for Huribut, Messrs. Wood- 
bridge and Blanke for Kantzler, and Sidney 
Smith for the Board of Education. 

Mr. Woodbridge contended that the bill on 
its face showed no equity. It set up a contract 
for the assignment of a school lease, and then 
showed that that-schoo! lease provided that no 
assignment should be made without the con- 
sent of the Board of Education. The Court 
could see that such a contract could not be 
specifically enforced; it was an indispensable 
prerequisite to a decree for specific perform- 
ance that the defendant was unable to perform. 
The present bill showed that he had no ability 
to perform, and could only do so by getting the 
consent of the School Boara, a body over which 
he had no control. 

On the part of the complainant it was con- 
tended that, although the bill disclosed the fact 
that the consent of the Board was a condition 
precedent to Kantgler’s right to assign, yet it 
was necessary for the defendants to set 
up in the answer that the assignment 
could not be obtained. The affidavit of Mr. 
H. A. Huribut was also read, in which he set 
up the facts under which he bought the lœase. 
He was first applied to to lend Kantzler $50,000 
with which to erect buildings, but refused, and 
Kantaler then offered to sell the lease and get 
tenants to take the building when completed. 
By the written contract, however, tne provis- 
ions as to the tenants were omitted. 

Judge Moore sustained the motion to dis- 
solve the injunction, saying that the biji on its 
face showed no equity. There was no power to 
coeree the judgment of the School Board, be- 
cause it was an independent body, and had a 
right to consent or withhold its consent to any 
assignment that might be proposed, and, being 
supreme so far as that was concerned, no spe- 
cific performance of the contract could be de- 
creed. If the School Board had consented to 
an assignment a different question might have 
been presented. 

The complainants then obtained leave to 
amend, and filed an amendment charging that 
Kantzler never made an application to the 
Board for an assignment, but on the contrary, 
for the. purpose of defeating the proposed as- 
signment to Huribut, agreed to assign tp Crieily 
& Blair. There was danger that an application 
might be made to the School Board to have 
that lease confirined. ) 

This leaves Kantziler with the right to go on 
and sell to Crielly & Blair, and it is understood 
they are ready to erect a four-story building 
immediately. The property in question leased 
to Kantzler is on the east side of Dearborn 
street just south of the Journa: Building. 

1 THE AIKIN CASE. | 

The argument on the motion for injunction 
in the case of Dr.“ Aikin vs. The State Board 
of Health was resumed yesterday morning be- 
fore Judge Williams, having been postponed 
from Wednesday. 

Mr. M. F. Tulev, on behalf of the defendants, 
made the first argument. lle sad that there 
were certain conditions imposed as a prerequi- 
site to a pnvsician’s practicing here. By takine 
out a certificate Aikin bound himself to abide 
by the rules imposed, and one was that it he 
should be guilty of unprofessional cendiict his 
license should be revoked. It was delegated to 
the Board of Health to decide what was unpro- 
fessional conduct. It was a fraud for any one 
to say that he knew or could cure ali diseases. 
Aikin’s advertisement that he could cure all 
chronic diseases was a falsetiood, and, as it might 
deceive some, the State had a right to mterfere 
and protect any from being deceived. Tue Leg- 
islature had a right to say who should decide 
what was unprofessional, and they nad dele- 
gated that powerto the State Board of Health 
as the most competent. The effect of the bill. 
if successful, would be to tale this discretion- 
ary power from the Board and confer it on the 
Court. 

The action of the Board did not violate the 
constitutional limitation, for it certainly did not 
deprive him of life or liberty to revoke bis 
license. Neither did it take away his property, 
but only limited the use of it, and the Supreme 
Court had decided that the Legislature had al- 
ways exercised the right of regulating prop- 
erty and its use. epreciation of the value of 
property was not probibited unless the depriva- 
tion was total destruction of value. The right 
to practice medicine in this State was onlv a 
legislative privilege granted on certain condi- 
tions. If a physician reiuses of his own motion 
to comply wita those conditions he certainly 
could not be said to be deprived of his property 
without due process of law. 

Mr. C. A. Gregory then followed in the clos- 
ing argument on behalt of the complainant, re- 
iterating and expanding the arguments made 
by him Wednesdav,—that the certificate was 
property, and that toe revocation of it, when 
there was no condition init that it should be 
revuked, was a deprival of property without due 
process of law. 

The Judge then took the case under advise- 
ment, and will probably decide it the first of 
next week. 

THE PROTECTION LIFE. 

In the Criminal Court yesterday Judge Rogers 
decided the motion made the other day for an 
additional bill of particulars in the case of the 
Protection Life-Insurance Company,—the Peo- 
ple vs. Wood et. al, The Judge said he had ex- 
amined the indictment and the bill of particu- 
lars furnished by the State’s Attorney, and was 
satisfied that they were sufficiently explicit to 
inform all the defendants as to the r- 
ticular charges to be brought against each of 
them. Some of the counts of the indictment 
were very general, and others were specific 
enough; and thewmarticulars of the charges fur- 
niabed were as specific as was ever required in 
special counts, and that was ali that was re- 
quired. The State’s Attorney could hardiy be 
more specitic, and the defendants—the officers 
—were familiar with the books, and Wood and 
Kellogg bad made a thorough examination of 
them, and could not, therefore, be taken by 
surprise by any evidence that might be intro- 
duced on the trial as to the falsity of these 
books, or the reports based upon them. The 
motion was, therefore, overruled. 

Mr. Swett took an exception for Mr. Wood, 
the only defendant whom he represented. 

THE STENCHBES. 

In the Criminal Court yesterday morning, 
Judge Rogers decided the question as to wheth- 
er pot he how had the right to order the abate- 
ment of the nuisance at the Stock-Yardse which 
Sherwin & Co. had been convicted of creating 
and maintaining. When this case 
was tried at a prior term of Court, 
the defendants were convicted of having 
maintained a nuisance, and a fine of $25 was 
imposed. On the same day a rule was made on 
the defendants to show cause why an order 
should not be made for the abatement of the 
nuisance, and that rule was continued until a 
subsequent term of Court. In answer to the 
rule, toe defendants resisted the order to abate
